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INTRODUCTION TO IDENTIFICATION NUMBERING SYSTEM 


1. What the number means: Each family member listed in this 
genealogy has his/her own unique number. The number "1" is 
assigned to the first progenitor af the family enumerated in 
this document, Each digit in a number represents a 
generation, i.e. the progenitor is the first generation, his 
children the second generation, his grand children the third 
generatian, etc. The actual mumber of a digit represents the 
arder of birth of the individual within his parent’s family. 
The number assigned ta any family member is his 
identification number. It is also a pedigree number in that 
the IDR of each of his ancestors, within this family. back to 
the progenitor is included in the number. This is 
illustrated more clearly in the following chart:

NOTE: The space after the fourth generation has no 
significance other than to make the number easier to read. 
When there are more than nine children in a family their 
numbers would be more than one digit and would thus foul up 
this system which is based upon one digit representing a 
generation.. Thus children above nine are assigned letters 
to denote their order of birth, i.e., A the 10th child, EB the 
lith child, C the twelfth, etc. 
2. Using ID numbers to determining relationships: 
Relationship can be determined by comparing ID numbers as 
follows:

a. The first three digits of the numbers of both persons are 
the same. This indicates cammon ancestors of both. 

b. The fourth cigits are different, thus indicating 
siblings of #122 

c. The fifth digit indicates first cousins, the sixth digit 
second cousins, the seventh digit third cousins and the 
@ight digit fourth cousins. Thus these people are fourth 
cousins.

De: 11 NAME: SARTIN, MAJOR, s/o John. Jr. & Margaret 
[Barnes] Sartin, b. Pike, fo., M5, 28 Nov 1812, d. Pike Co., & Mar 1908. On 
24 Jan 1833, in Pike Co., M5, he married MATILDA MAY, d/o John & Mary [Farley] 
May, b. M5, p Pike Co., 15 Feb 1814, d. Pike Co., 1 dun 1899. Both are buried 
at Sartinville Cemetery. Wajor was a prosperous farmer, living al] of his 
life in the Sartinville Community. Major and Matilda were prominent members 
of the Sartinville Methodist Church located across the road from the 
Sartinville Cemetery. About 1958/9, Major built a new home about 4 mile or so 
north of the Church and Cemetery in 51/4 SEL/4 S6-TA4N-Ri1E. It was large 
enough to accommodate his big family and sturdy enough that it is still in use 
41991), This writer first saw the house around 1954. At that time it was 
still structurally sound but in need of repair in several areas. Subsequent 
to then ownership passed to the Thurman Boone family, a descendant, who 
restored the house to its original condition. Today the house stands 
majestically along Rte 27 about a hundred yards or 50 from the road. The road 
has obviously been rerouted since the house was built a5 it stands at a near 
perpendicular angle to the road. An interesting story has been told about a 
near fatal illness that Matilda contacted at one time. It seems that she came 
down with an ailment under which the patient goes through a crisis before 
death or recovery. It seems that all the family, along with the Doctor, were 
gathered around the bedside as she entered the crisis. As her condition grew 
steadily worse the Doctor finally made a diagnosis that she was dying. Since 
the nearest place a coffin could be obtained ready made was in McComb some 25 
miles or so away, and this being a days journey each way, a wagon was 
dispatched immediately to obtain one. A flash flood occurred while the driver 
was in McComb, delaying his return for a day or two. When he finally arrived 
at the Sartin home, Matilda was sitting on the front porch waiting to greet 
him. The coffin was stored in the loft of the house to await the appropriate 
time to be used. Arter all another flood might occur again when it would be 
needed! Major and Matilda reared eight children: George Pounds, Sarah Jane, 
Elijah, Madaline, John Westley, James Obed, LINUS WHITMAN, and Mary Elmira 
Sartin. <“PCo cen 1840, 1950, and (860; Refs A & B, and numerous letters and 
personal contacts?.

ID#: 1 NAME: SARTIN, JOHN, JR., s/o John, Sr. & Amy [Barton] 
Sartin, was born 4 Feb 1791, probably in either North Carolina or in the 
Territory of Tennessee. Tennessee was established as a Territory in 1776 
under the administration of the Colony of North Carolina. Thus it had not 
become a State until after the birth of John Sartin, dr. 9 dohn dr*s father 
died not long after his birth and subsequently his mother was remarried to 
Joseph Lea. Lea lived in Caswell County, N.C. prior to his move to Tennessee. 
This compiler has not been able to determine whether Joseph & Amy were married 
in North Carolina or Tennessee. According to a Lea Family researcher, they 
lived in Graniger County, TN until about 1778/9 when they moved to Anderson 
Co., TN. They moved again ca 1808 to Amite County, Mississippi, bringing John 
Sartin, Jr. along with them. Jt was here that he met and married, 24 Nov 
1811, MARGARET BARNES, d/o William % Sarah Elizabeth Cdchnson} Barnes. 
Margaret was born in Georgia on 12 May 1795 and came with her parents three or 
four years Jater to Amite County, M5. After their marriage John & Margaret 
settled on a little farm on Magee Creek a few miles south of China Grove in 
Pike County {now in what is Walthall Co, MS NE of Tylertown). It is believed 
that they later moved several miles north to a community that took their name 
(Bartinville). John Sartin, dr. died in Fike County on 1 Oct 1845. His wife 
Margaret died in that County on 29 Aug 1883. She is buried at Sartinville 
Cemetery, but his burial place is not known. As she outlived him by nearly 37 
years, it is possible that he may have died before the move to Sartinville and 
was buried near their old homestead in a grave now lost. According to 
available information dohn & Margaret had thirteen children: MAJOR, William, 
Joseph, Alfred, Amanda, Leander, John 1i1, Helen M., Emily, James B., Melsina, 
Robert David, and Margaret.

NE1/4 S7-T4N-RI1E). Their old home at this site was still standing in 1991. 
It was here that all of their children were born. Sometime before 1900 they 
moved to McComb, PCo, MS. In 1910 they were living in Marion Co., NS. They 
were listed twice in the MCo census of that year. In the first listing they 
were living near Columbia, perhaps a little south toward Cheraw on the west 
side of Pearl River. In the 2nd listing they were living in the Hub Community 
on the east side of the river. They were still listed in 1920 Cen of Marion 
{o., but apparantely had moved back to the Cheraw area. On 4 Dec 1921 they 
moved to BEAUVOIR, the Jefferson Davis Shrine at Biloxi, MS. {At that time 
cabins were constructed on the grounds of the Shrine to house aged CSA 
Veterans and their wives in the waning years of their lives). Following the 
death of Linus, Angeline left BEAUVOIR on 25 May 1928 to live among her 
children, After a few years she became dissatisfied and moved back to 
BEAUVOIR on 21 Aug 1933. She remained there until her death in 1940 at the 
age of 94.

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THE LINEAGE CF ANGELINE STOVALL (1846-1940) 


1.0 BARTHOLOMEW STOVALL, the immigrant to America, was porn 24 Aug 1665 
in Albury Farish (then Alborough), Surry County, England; d. ca 1721 at Deep 
Creek, Henrico (now Fowhatan) Co., VA. He arrived in Virginia in late i684 
on the ship BOOTH, Capt. Feter Fagen, Master. Prior to his departure from 
England, he signed with his mark on 7 Jul 1684 an indenture to JOHN BRIGHT, a 
merchant, for a term of four years as payment for his passage. On 16 Aug 
1715, he received a patent for 318 acres of land at the junction of Deep 
Creek and the south side of the James River, near Fowhatan, VA, about 39 
miles west of Richmond. St Emma’s Academy, a Catholic retreat, is now 
located on the property. 

The English origins of BARTHOLOMEW STOVALL have not yet been proven. His 
father, GEORGE STOVALL (STOWELL), was Buried 8 Nov 1665 at Albury, Surrey, 
England. His mother JOAN EL J STOVALL died after 14675. She was a widow 
by the time Bartholomew was ten years old. George Stovall’s father is 
believed to have been GEORGE STOVALL, Sr. who married MARGARITE FARLEY on ii 
Het 1412, 

BARTHOLOMEW STOVALL apparently married twice. The name of his first 
wife is unknown, as an apparent daughter, HAGER STOVALL, is mentioned in an 
estate settlement. He married @nd, at old St John’s Church, Henrico Farish, 
VA, on 8 Aug 1693, ANNE BURTON, d/o Thomas & Susannah [Hatcher] Burton. (Some 
say Thomas’ wife was Susannah Waller). Anne Burton was born cai675, died 
before 1726. Bartholomew and Anne had seven children. After Bartholomew’s 
death Anne married 2nd, before 1725, JGHN SAUNDERS, s/o John & Mary CRislel 
Saunders, of Yark Co., VA. John was married ist to Jane (Hyde. Bartholomew 
had eight children:

20 Nov 1751, d. 12 Dec 1945 at the home of her daughter, Elizabeth 
[Stovall] Tatom, in the Spring River Community, Hinds Co., MS. She 
is bu. at the old Stovall Cem., in Hinds Co., 2.7 miles south of 
New Byram on the west side of cold US 61. Josiah and Mary may have 
married in Virginia but they established their home in Granville 
Co., NC at a place now known as Stovall, NC. They had seventeen 
children, eleven of them born in Granville Co., NC and the 
remaining six in Wilkes Co. (naw Lincoln Co), GA. Josiah served in 
Capt. Yancey’s Company (North Carolina) of Col. Richard Henderson" s 
Regiment during the American Revolution. As a result of his war 
service it is said that he obtained land in Wilkes Co. (later 
Lincoln Co.), GA in 1785, 

Following the death of Josiah, his living children started 
migration from Georgia. The first that left moved to Giles Co., 
TH. Mary joined this group either when these children moved or at 
some subsequent time. Others of the children moved to Alabama and 
later to Itawamba Co., M&S. Others also moved to Old Marion Co., 
M5. settling in the China Grove Community. Mary and at least one 
of her ¢ons, Drury Stovall, later joined the group in Marion Co. 
Within a few years, Mary and several of her family moved to Hinds 
Co., MS.

Owen Elliot is 
shown in Luke Conerly® “History of Pike County, MS" as being a 
founding member of Sartin*s Church in Fike County in 1812. If 
this information is correct, and Esther was his daughter, she 
would have been born in Mississippi and not South Carolina as 
shown in the census. However census records are not always 
accurate, particularly regarding place of birth of children of 
pioneer families. Gwen Elliott is not found in either the 1816 
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Mississippi Territory Census of Fike Co. or in the 1820 U.S. 
census of that county. Sartin’s Church, though, is less than 


two miles from Marion County where Owen could have lived. Also 


there was a William Elliott listed in the 1916 census of Fike 


Co. Then his household consisted of five people, one male and 
one female over 21, and one male and two females under 21. The 
male and female over 21 were probably William and his wife and 
thease under 21 their children. Esther Elliott’s birthday would 


have fit into this family. Thus, in all probability she was 
the daughter of either Owen or William Elliott. 
Thomas Feter and Esther are said to have been buried in 


the ald Stovall Cemetery where his parents are buried in Marion 


County, MS in SE 1/4-54-TAN-R1i2E. When this compiler visited 
this cemetery in 1976 no markers for them were found. There 
were obviously several unmarked graves in this cemetery, 
however, it was 50 badly overgrown with trees, honeysuckle 
vines and other bramble that some markers might have been 
obscured.

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JOSEPH MAY (1752-1829), WIVES AND CHILDREN 


NANE/GENEALUBY 


MAY, JOSEPH, was born 18 Sep 1732 in Virginia or 

South Carolina and died in Pike Co., M5, 8 Dec i829. He was married twice, 
both times probably in South Carolina. He married ist, cal764, (Elizabeth?) 
Baker, by whom he had three children: John, James, and Elizabeth. his first 
wife died sometime between 1771, when Elizabeth was born, and cal79?2 when he 
is believed to have married his second wife, Mrs. Jane McLain, widow of Daniel 
McLain. 

Joseph May fought in the American Revolution, joining on 3 Apr i774 the 

Sth Regiment of the South Carolina Militia, believed by some to be part of the 
Continental Line. Oral family tradition is that he fought with General Francis 
Marion during this term of duty. Oral family tradition also says he served a 
second military term as a substitute for a brother, supposedly in the 2nd 
Continental SA Battalion. He is said to have been with Gen. George Washington 
on 21 Oct (881 when British Gen. Corwallis surrendered at Yorktown, VA in the 
last battle of the Revolution. 

doseph’s first wife is believed to have died before he entered the 

second term of service and possibiy before beginning or during the first term. 
Tt is family lore, not yet substantiated by family researchers, that he 
substituted for nis brother in the second term under condition that his 
brother would take care of Joseph’s children as well as he cared for his own 
until Joseph’s return from service. According to this story, when he returned 
from the war he was Gissatisfied with the treatment his children had received 
wiile he was away and felt it necessary to establish a better life style for 
chem aS soon as possible. To do this he urgently needed a wife. Calling upon 
widow McLain, who also had orphans, he proposed marriage while still on his 
horse, conditioning this proposal with a statement that he would ride on if 
the answer was no. lirs. McLain invited him to dismount and discuss the matter 
further. She, probably needing a husband as much aS he needed a wife, is said 
to have not callied long before accepting his proposai. Whether this story is 
factual or not, according to family researches Joseph was in Wilkes Co., GA, 
by i872 and he was appointed administrator of Daniel McLain’s estate in dan 
i783, replacing John Wilson who fad been appointed administrator in Nov 1782. 
dane and Daniel McLain and two or three CHN were born in Scotland, 

possibly County Berwick, and fad been in America only a short while when the 
American Revolution started. He joined the 2rd South Carclina Regiment on 24 
dul 1776 and he died wiile in service or shortly after he got cut. The 
ficLains had a daughter, Katherine McLain, who married James Robinson, probably 
in GAL They had moved to Amite Co., MS by 1830. The McLains also had a son, 
Alien McLain, woo was Gorn 29 Dec i775 and d. Amite Co. #5, in i855. He 
married Neomi Bateman in 1806 in Williamson Cc., TN. They moved to Amite Co., 
calBi2? and both are bu. at Gloster Cem., in that County. Several other 
NicLaing, probably their descendants are also bu. in the same Cem, Allen & 
feomi McLain nad eight CHN; Mary [Huff], Frances [Herton], isaac £., Enoch &, 
Charles K., Parker &., and Daniel McLain, dr. The name of the third CH of 
Daniel & dane McLain, if there was one, has net been determined. 

Tt is not known exactly when and where Joseph and Jane ware married but 
apparently it was before Joseph took over as administrator of the McLain 
estate. They were in Georgia when their chiic, Joseph, dr. was born 8 Oct 
1783. "The Reconstructed 1790 Census of Georgia” shows a listing for Joseph 
Nay in Land Court held in Richmond Co., 1786-1787, If this was the same 
daseph May, it is assumed that they settled initially in this County. It is 
assumes thet they later lived in Hilkes and Washington Cc., GA before leaving 
that state. At least five more children, Etheldred, Hiram, Lafayette 
Littleberry, Greenberry, and Mary May were born to them in Georgia. Some 
family researchers believe they had one more son, Phillip Nay, who was living 
in Fike Co. near other members of this family in 1824. 
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This Phillip May served with several sone of Joseph Kay in the War of 
igi. It is not yet conclusive that Phillip was a son of Joseph May, however 
his service with sons of Joseph May in the war of 1812 and his residential 
pronimity from 1824 through 1ES0 to others of the Joseph May family suggest 
that he was possibly a son of doseph. Accordingly he will be listed herein as 
z sean son. Sometime after 1824, Phillip settled in Simpson Co., M5 and 
in 1820, 1040, and 1850 he was listeo in the census of that county with a wife 
and cavers CHN. He was not found later in Simpson Co. by this compiler. 
However, according to other researchers, Fhillip’s wife, Elizabeth, was listed 
as a H/H head in Navarro Co. TX in 1860, Several of their younger children 
Bre oe with her. This leads to a conclusion that this family moved to 
& sometime between 1850 and 1860. The abgence of Phillip in the H/H in 

ah probably indicates he was deceased by then. 

Th 1802 Joseph was in Washington Co., GA, when he gave fis married 

daughter, Elizabeth Newsom of Warren Co., Ga, two Negro boys. <Warren Co. 
Head Hook BE. Page 129?. In the same year, 1802, Joceph’s son, John, was a 
petitioner {for land 7) in Mississippi Territory. A year later Joseph was 
also a petitioner in that Territory. 

In the 1805 Territory census, Joseph and his family were listed in 
Wilkingon Co., MS, except married daughter Elizabeth Newsom who remained in 
Georgia until a year or so later. Thus this dates the move from Georgia to 
Fississippl a5 sometimes between i802 and iG05, probably about 1803. This 
1805 census shows eight males and one female living in Joseph’s household in 
addition te Joseph and Jane, One or two of these may have been Jane*s 
children by ner prior marriage. 
The 1B1G US census shows the family living in Amite Co., MS. (Amite Co. 
was organized in 1809 from Wilkinson Co, Thus there might not have been a 
physical move by the family). Joseph's sons, John and James, were listed in 
separate households in that county census. John was married but James was 
living alone. 
The family wat living in Fike Co., M5 in 1816 when the Jerritory census 
was taken that year. At that time only four people were listed in Joseph’s 
household, including Joseph & dane. However, three of his son’s, John, James 
& Lafayette Littleberry, were married and living in their own households then. 
The number anc ages of those listed in the son*s households, wouid indicate 
that the missing unmarried chilcren of Joseph and Jane may have been living in 
their brothers’ households. While this family was not listed in Fike Co. 
census records until 1816 there is evidence that they were living in what wa 
to become Fike Co as early as 1813. (Pike county was formed 9 Dec 1815 fron 
Marion Co.}. William's, “Records of Marien Co., ME" states that the 16123 Tax 
List assesses doseph May for one Pole and i2 slaves. Also, Luke Conerly’s 
“History of Fike Co., #5", page 59, contains this statement: "In 1B13 
Bartin’s Church was established by John Sartin, Joseph Newsom, James Reed, 
Jonn May, Joseph May, Gwen Elliott, and Stephen Ellis". (This church is now 
Enown as Sartinsville Church and although it is not in the same building it is 
located at the same site in the community now know as Sartinville, MS). 
The last census listing for Joseph was in the 1B20 US census of Pike Co. 
Both Joseph and Jane died in that Co., he on the date indicated above and she 
before i840. Their ourial place is not known, but this compiler believes it 
probably was in an old May family cemetery, now known as the doe Radon 
Cemetery, located in Walthall Co, M5, SWi/4 S22-T4-Rii, about two miles SE of 
Sartinville. (In 1975 there were some old unidentified brick vaults, largely 
destroyed, in this cemetery. fleo there were several other unmarked graves. 
At that time the cemetery was in a very deteriorated condition. The last 
recorded burial was in i8?0). 

In stimmarizing, it is Believed that Joseph May had at least nine children: 
John, James, Elizabeth, Joseph Jr., Hiram, Lafayette Littleberry, Etheldred, 
Green B., Mary and possibly one more, Phillip May. The first three were by 
his Ist wife and the rest by Jane McLain.

Since fe died in 
1851 about a year after the 1850 census was taken, it is more likely that he 
died in Lawrence Cc. 
John moved with his father and step-mother from South Carolina to Georgia 
cal782 and again to Wilkinson Co., #5 between 1802 and 1805. He was the first 
of fis family to appear in Mississippi Territory records. In this 1B02 
record, he appeared as a petitioner (for land?). John, still unmarried, was 
well along in Ais maturity at that time. Thus he probably was the “scout? or 
“agent” for his father who moved his family to Wilkinson Co, before 1803. 
On 22 Feb 180B John was married in Wilkinson Co., MS to Mary Farley. Mary 
died between i918 and 1826, probably in Fike Co. AS. Her place of burial is 
unknown. Join and Mary first settled in Wilkinson Co, but by 1810 they were 
living in Amite fco., MS. On 24 Feb i809, two days after their marriage, Amite 
Co., was formed from Wilkinson Co. Thus their change from Wilkinson to Amite 
Co. probably did not involve a physical move. Their next move to Marion Co., 
HS, calBi3, did, however require a change of households. Their residency in 
flarion Co, aiso was short as Pike Co, was formed on 9 Dec 1815 from Marion Co, 
anc Jonn & Mary found themselves again in another county without a move. 
dobn & Mary were of the Methodist faith. John along with his father was 
a co-founder of Sartin’s Church, now known as Sartinville Methodist Church. 
The community that grew up around this church got to be known as Sartinville 
MS, Sartinville, originally in Marion Co. and later Pike Co., is now located 
in north Walthall Co. on State Rte 27 about 2 miles south of the Lawrence Co. 
line. The church is still at the same site, but in a different buliding, as 
the one founded in i812. 
John and Mary had six CHN: Greenberry “Berry”, Sarah, Joseph Monroe, 
Matilda, Louise, and John May, dr. The first CH was born in Wilkinson Co., 
the next three in Amite Co., and the last two in Pike Co. 
Arter the death of Mary, John was married a and time, 5 in Fike Co., 20 
May 1526, to Elizabeth [Thomas] Barnes who was born in GA, cl7?4. She 
probably died in Lawrence Oc., M5, after 1860, She was living in the 
household of her daughter, Amanda CMay] Bridges at the time of the census that 
year. The burial place of dohn and Elizabeth is also unknown. They had three 
CHM: dames S.(or M.), Everett Matthias, and Amanda A. May, all born in Fike

About 1858/9, Major built a new tome about a mile or se north of 
the Church and Cemetery in SE1/4 SE14 So-T4N-Riie. It was large enough to 
accommodate his big family and sturdy enough that it is still in use (£991) 
This writer first saw the house around 1954. At that time it was still 
structurally sound but in need of repair in several areas. Subsequent to 
then, ownership passed to the Thurman Boone family, a descendant, who restored 
the house to its original condition. Today the nowse stands majestically 
along Rte 27 about a hundred yards or so from the road, The road has 
dbviously been rerouted since the house was built as it stands at a near 
perpendicular angle to the road.

The history of this family is quoted from Reference A as follows: “According 
to records in the year of 1602, John Bristow went to Jreland from England. He 
had a son, named Jedediah, who went to the United States, namely Virginia, and 
on to South Carolina. A record of Brister (Bristow) - John Brister 
(Bristow), his first wife Michall, his second wife Mary Carter. They had a 
son, Jedediah, and his wife was Catherine » She died in childbirth and 
he moved to New Kent County, Virginia or South Carolina where his sister 
lived. This sister helped he raise his son Thompson (or Tomsen). Jedediah 
married again and had other children, but Thompson married Nancy Hockaday and 
their oldest children were born in Greenville County, 5.€. They lived in the 
Greenville District of South Carolina near the Pendleton Courthouse. He was a 
farmer and drowned while trying to cross a swollen river with a mule team. 

His Children were: 1. Warrick Brister - 1766; 2. Thompson Brister, Jr. ~- 1768; 
3. William Brister - 1770, reportedly settled near Yazoo City, Miss.; 4. 
BENJAMIN BRISTER - 1772; 5. Seorge - born in Greenville District, §.€., Died 
1845, He moved to Louisiana in 1816; 4. Samuel ~ born in Greenville District, 
5.C. Moved to Pike Co., Miss. in 1814; 7.

Campground is located on HY S70 about nine miles east at 
McComb, PCa, MS. Another son, Isaac that never married, 
is buried in an old family cemetery, now almost 
destroyed, in FCo NW1/4 af SWI/4 of SB4-TE-R? about one 
and one half mile south of Magnolia, MS and one hal¢ 
mile east af Little Tangipahoa River. There was evidence 
in i978 of several graves once covered with brick 
vaults, This Cem. if possibly on the old homeplace of 
Feter Felcer. It is tradition that he lived in that 
Ar Ga.
